"I hiivo the lurf with regret,” said he in tcniler- 
ing his resignation lo th)‘ .lockey Club slewanls. 
"For nearly IwiTiIy years I have aCI)*<I as starter, 
]ialvol jud.gi', sicward, )-h*rk of the scales and pre- 
siding jmlg<‘. Rai-ing is a tine sfK)rl and if at any 
time I can Iw' of servi<-c t<> it 1 shall onl.v l»e loo 
glad to extend a helping hand. It has b):cn harass)-d 
na.v. pcrseciit<-d^wilhout mercy. Imt 1 am <-crlain 
it will nltimaicl.v iccovcr from the bibws dealt it.” 
ilr. Filztf'-rald Ix-gan his oflieial duties on the 
turf, when in l.S!»4. he was aprs>inte)i stiirter for the 
St. Asaph track . From to l!<0.-( lie was one 

of llie ehi<“f oltiei.-ils at Ni-w Orle.-ins iluring tlie 
winter months. In Ds!i7 In- was apiK>intf<l slarter 
oii ihe New York tracks, which. post he held muil

Dublin. Fehrnary 21. — The stewards of the Irish 
Turf Club have written lo the lonl-lieiili-nant of Iis;- 
laud. informing liini that slioiihl King George la- 
ph-aseij to athavl an Irish- rai-e meeting <lmiug his 
visit lo Ireland, a fixture i ould lx- arranged for 
iiuj- ilay his niajesly- should d<-sire. This is in ao- 
i-ordance with the precedent of I'.hlll. when the late 
King Edwanl went to Ireland. Tin- I’hm-nix Park 
iiieeiiiig. whi<-h was fixed for July ll, was changed 
to .Inly 211. by order of the stewards of the Tnrf 
Clitb. in ileferi-nce to the xvishes of his late majesty. 
The July meeting this year at Plna-nix Park is set 
down for July l.'i, but i-<nild be changed to any otlier 
Uay.

10 reg.iln his va<-er from Eugene >lo.vne, who claimed 

the gelding recently, is the .statement made b.v Mr. 
Gra.v. He admits that he declared Endymion 11. 
was a horse which had Iteen ruled off the English 
turf and. therefore, not eligible lo race in America. 
He created somewhat of a sensation, as Endymion II. 
has been more or less <>t a local myster.v all sea- 
son, blit owner Mojme xvas not truppei} by the 
scheme. Mr. Gray iTeclared that he thought ^f^. 

Moyne would give him Imek the horse at it pi-ofit 
when he heard the story that Eudytniou II. was a 
racer ruled off" the English tnrf. Mr. .Moyne told 
Mr. Gra.v that he intended to take Endymion II. to 
New York. 

•'I can assure anyone that Endymion II. is not 
a ‘ringer’ or a liorse rnle*l <iff the English turf.” 
saiil Mr. Gra.v after the facts bfH’aiiie known. "East 
.tpril I took liiin from Itetween the shafts in Iioudou 
for $177) 1)11)1 transferred him to British Columbia. 
The horse’s name was Endymion and I have the 
palters to sIdiw liis brceiliug and all the ne)-essai-y 
fai’-ts. There was already a horse racing in this 
eonntry nameil Eiulymion and it was necessary that 
1 should call my horse Emlyiniou II. My horse 
raeeil in England Itoth over the hurdles and on the 
fl.-it. but showed little and was sold to a liorse 
ili-aler. M.v bnsine.ss consists in ini)>orting bor.ses 
anil I striiek a bargain in getting hohl of Endymion 
II. The gelding was bred by A. F. fitx.” 

•Mr. Gray exhibited the papers which eorresjwind 
with his statement. They sliow that Endymion is a 
chestnut geliling, by Enthusiast — I’hroso, and de- 
serilte the horse wliieli has been racing at Oakland 
all winter. .Mr. Gray considers Endymion II. a good 
racing proposition and was loath to lose the animal. 

A (Yinsiderahle coniiugent will head for IjOS An- 
geles to rest for a couple of months. Early Wright, 
with ten head, iiicluiling the eonsisteut Arasee, 
Ayame and Palo Alto, was the first to go, and Hen- 
derson & Hogan will follow with their string, In- 
)-liiding Winning Widow, Molesey, Frank G. Hogan, 
Reil .Klaw and others. George Darker will take 
Rosevale and Hooray to his place near Ijos Angeles 
until the ■•hush” meetings open. 

W. P. Maxwell shipped the large string he has 
had at the track to the Oakwood Stock Ranch.

New York. Febrnary 21. — The news that Harry 
Payne Whitney has increased his lease of Brook- 
dale Farm, in .Moninonlh County, N. .1., to iuelude 
the entire farm of s.'iO acres, instead of the 
acres that he formerly held under lease, has re- 
avonsed interest in this magnifleent iiroperty. which 
first became a nursery for thoroughbreds under the 
ownership of the late David Durham Withers. 

Since the days of .Mr. Withers, Brookdale Farm 
has lK>en owned siiecessivly by the lute Col. William 
P. Thomi>son and l.ewis ,s. Thompson, his son. 
There is a fine mansion on Ihe place which Lewis 
S. Thompsi'm has occupied as a permanent residenc# 
for twelve years. 

Maii.v famous horses i-ainc from Brookdule in the 
time of .Mr. Withers, and the Fiiinrity winners. 
Requital (1W1.->|. L’Aloiielte (1.S07) and Chacornae 
(Ifflttt). were bred there under the regime of the 
'I’hompsoiis. Brookdale .yields to Castletoii alone in 
the proihu-tion of winners of tin- Coney Island 
JiK-key Club’s great produce race for two-year-olds. 
With Colin. .NIaskette. Sweep and Novelt.v to its 
credit. Castleton leads Brookdale by one Futurity 
winner. 

Requital won the Fntnrity of l.Stl.'i for Gideon <S: 
Daly, but L’.NIonette carried the colors of Lewis 
Thomp.son and hiS brother William when she won 
in 1SW7. and she was trained b.v .lames Rowe, tlie 
man who is to take charge of Mr. Whitney’s lior.ses 
at Brookdale, it is sjiid. In I.NSIS, tlie year after 
L’Aloneltc’s victory, the Thomp.sons decided .to give 
lip rai-ing. They sold their horses aci.-ordiiigl.v, and 
.Mr. Rowe purehased Chacornae, a yearling sou of 
.luvpiiul and Latoclia, of which he had a high 
opinion. .Mr. Rowe did not liurry Chacarnoc to the 
races in 1S90, but when he sprang the Juvenal colt 
at Saratoga. Chacornae won from a likely field with 
such ease that James R. Keene was moved to offer 
$.‘!(). 0 *Hi for the colt to the end that bo might have a 
first-rate representative in tlie Futurity. 

Mr. Rowe’s plans since .lames R. Keene shipped 
the l>est of bis horses abrtmd last fall liave been 
the subject of imich iiewspaiK'i- conjecture. It has 
been said that he was going to France to train for 
Herman B. Duryea, also that he was going to Eng- 
land to Iiaiidie Mr. Keene’s string. On the subject 
.Mr. Rowe has maintained a eharaoteristic silence. 
.Mr. Rowe has always been fond of Brookdale. 
.-Vftir the Thompsons gave up racing he persuaded 
.Mr. Keene to lease part of the place and winter his 
horses there. .Sysouby. Tommy .Vtkiiis, Olyiupiuii, 
Delhi and many other first-rate racers in the Keene 
colors on luetrotKilitan tracks in recent years were 
broken and trained at Broitkdale. 

The late John W. Rogers adiqtted Brookdale as a 
training idace after Mr. Keene moved out and Mr. 
Whitiie.v moved in. Biirgimiuster. Artful. I'erseiis, 
Dreamer, Royal Tourist, Borrow and Whisk Broom 
were trained there. Borrow and Whisk Broimi were 
bred at Brookdale. 

The Whitney stud at BriKikdale is one of the 
strongest in the eonntry. Its great stallions are 
Haiiihitrg. Burgomaster. Sandriiigliam, Broomstick. 
Ball.vhoo I!(-y and Frineo Ilambitrg. Among the 
mares are such eelebraied racers and niatroiis as 
Eugenia Bnreh, Fie.sole. .Martha II. tdam of Artful). 
Forget (dam i>f Dreainer. Borrow and Hylasi, Jinks, 
Lady Frivoles. .Sandrian. Tanya, Bltie 'Girl. Iland- 
spnn (d.nn of Tan.va and Tanglel. Ilnrly Biirly 
tdam of Bnrgomastor) and Jersey Lightning.

STATE RACING COMMISSION COMPROMISES 
LOUISVILLE-LATONIA DIFFERENCES. 



Schedule Adopted Provides For Sixty-Five Days of 
Racing — Some Rules Adopted, Others Laid 
Over — Turf Rulings to Be Respected, 



Lexington. K.v.. Febrnary 21. — The Kentuck.v State 
Rai-iug Coiiimissioii today allotted diites for spring 
meetings at Ixiiiisville and Latonia, making the 
K«-iiini-k.v dates complete as follows; 

Lexington — Saturday, April 20, to Thtirsdav, May 
IT t eleven da.vs). 

iKtiiisville — Saturday, May 1.’!. to Thursday, June 
•S (twenty- three da.vs). 

Latonia — Saturday, June 10, to Satiirdav, July l.’i 
I tliirty-one days). 

The Kenliuky Iterby will be run May 13 and the 
Latonia Derby Jtine 10. 

I'resident Charles F. Grainger of the New Lonis- 
vilh- Joi-key Club was before the commission to urge 
the allotlment of the full twenty-five days requested. 
Presidefit Harvey Meyers of the Latonia Jockey Club 
also addressed the i.-oinmission. The two days were 
taken from lamisville and given to Latonia in order 
that the latter meeting <-ould oiH-n on Saturday and 
in reeoraiK-nse for the loss of Di-eoratiou Day, which 
is always a big day at Cineiiinali. 

The commission adoiited rules requiring the pres- 
ence of a veterinary service, under i-ontrol of the 
commission and paiil by the racing associations, at 
the track on each racing day; requiring that jiosc 
IKtsitions and throw-outs in purse races be determineil 
b.v lot: preventing the entry of any mortgaged horse 
in a rai-e without written i-onsent of the mortgagee. 

The following. proiKtsed as amendments to the 
rules, are to lay over Ihe required thirty da.vs: 
That no gnaranteetl stakes shall be given a'fter 'the 
spring meetings of 1911; preventing fraudulent 
claiming in selling races: preventing the bogus 

transfer of a Inn-se to get the benefit of the services 
and allowaniT.s of a good apprentice rider. 

niere tvas no setond to a motion to pass a rule 
fixing the" amount of imrses according to the popu- 
lation of Ihe cities- near which the race tracks aro 
located. 

The .secretary was instnu-ted to catalogue all 
niliiigs against persons T<n- fraud in 1910 on all 
tracks of the country and to bear In mind tliat none 
now under bani.shment are to have the privileges 
of the Kentiii-ky tracks this year. 

The case of H. G. Bedwell was again discussed, 
but without action. 'File commission adjourned sub- 
ject to the call of (;hairman flay. 



TEXT OF THE WALKER-YOUNG LAW. 



Complete Provisions of the Measure Which Brought 
Oakland Racing to Premature Close, 



Following is the full text of the Walker- Y'onng 
hi"', which became effective in California February 

Section 1. Section o."!? of the penal ciKle is hereby 
anipuded to read as follows; 

337a. • Every person — 

1. Who engages in poolselling or Itookmaking 
witli or without writing, at any time or place, or 

2. Who, whether for gain, hire, reward or gra- 
tuitously, or otherwise, keeps or occupies, for au.v 
[H-riod of time xvhatsoever. any room, shed, teuemeut, 
tent, booth, building, float, vessel, place, stand or 
eiK-Iosure of any kind, or any part thereof, with a 
Ijook or Itooks, paper or papers, apparatus, device or 
paraphernalia, for the pnniose of rei'ordliig or regis- 
tering an.v bet or bets, or any ])uri)orted bet or bets, 
or an.v piiriKirted wager or wagers, or of selling pools, 
or pui'isjrted jmioIs, upon, the result or puristited re- 
sult, of an.v trial or purported trial, or i-outest or 
purjiorted contest, of skill, speed, or power or en- 
durance of man or lK?ast. or l)€twe<‘n men. beasts, or
